GREAT INDIVIDUAL POWER

NECESSARY

IN FOOTBALL

(By Sol Metzger, Coach, Washing-
ton and Jefferson Football Team.)

Football iIs much the game game in
all section of the country. There is
but little difference Iin systems and
methods of play. The East has been
represented by more good teams than
the South or the West simply because
the students of the larger institutions
in this section have had a more thor-
ough training in the rudiments of the
game in preparatory schools than the
players in other sections of the coun-
try. It has also been possible for
them to see more big gaines, and, by
observation,  learn the beést ways of
doing the various dutles required of a
player.

Western football has always been
of a high type. The two factors which
have prevented Western elevens from
winning more games from Eastern ri-
vals have besn the lack of experien-
ced material to draw from and the
Conference rule preventing prelimin-
I am told that one of
the reasons for the success of Minnes
sota in football is the situation of this
great state university. It draws its
gtudents from & hardy outdoor pso-
ple noted for their splendid physique
and who, In the nature of things, taka
to football like the proverbial duck, to
water. Chicago, on the other hand,
draws from another type and its foot-
ball teams, as a rule, while not as big
as thosa of Minnesota, are mede up
of students whé have had the advan-
tage of more preparatory football
training.

-In the Pacific district preparatory
football has not been =a contributing
factor like in the Bast. The action
of the California colleges in 1906 in
abandoning American football for
rugby has long prevented the Ameri-
can game from reaching a high point
of Gevelopment on the coast. Now
that the American game has come in-
to its own the Pacific colleges—if not
already, judging by théir matches
with Brown, Pennsylvania and Syra-
ouse within the past few years—are
on the rapid road to "excellence. For
one thing they have that most nmeces-
sary factor of success—mate . The
college man of California, Oregon and
Washington is a man. in every sense
af the word. All else being equal he
will take top rank in football. And
on & wet field the Oregonian, ploy-
ing, as he does, through a on of
rainfall, would show the rest of hu-
manilty that wet grounds, forward
passing. and puntlng are birds of a.
feather.

The Bonthern college‘a. as a rule,
are represented by younger teams
than thoss playing elsewhere. To bas
sure there are notable exceptions to

‘this statement as theres are- to all

statements relative to footbaill but the
fact nevartheless remains so. Of
coursa such a\rule may not hold dur-
ing war on sccount of the draft, This
vear few teams have players over
tyenty-one,

That which all coaches wish in the
way of a football squed is experienced
meterial and—the material must be
man size. TUnless this is so a systam
of play is of little use. It takes play-
ers with th% right knowledge and
the proper power and strength to
make any systemn a success, That Is
why that college or that sectlon of
the country which draws the bulk of
well-coached perapatory players takes
highest rank in the season’'s football
That is why football is such a wvalu-
able training for war,

No matter how well drilled a tpam
is in system and no matter how per-
fect the system no, team can win its
gamos unless it had the invididual
mastery as well. . In the pressnt
scheme of trench warfare the Allles

are working for a mastery with thet

bayonet. That, and that alone, must
be superior in every detall to the bay#
onet and hand-to-hand fighting of the
enemies of mankind. Without it/ the
highést strategy snd the most; ovar-
powering barrage are as naught. This
trench war must be won by the indi-
vidual fighting skill of man: Once we
reach that state of perfection in bhy-
cnet fighting—and we are reaching
it—the result depends on the skill and
strategy of the leaders, just as In root-
ball the success of the great teams is

wired accepting terms etc. and after ;due to the members of these teams

being better tacklers, blockers, inter-
ferers and handlers of the ball than
their opponents. After that comes
systems of play and strategy.

Thus we get a different view of
football than hitherto. We gave
somewhat more cerdit to ouf coaches
for victory than It seems to me they
have sometimes deserved. We have
lauded to the skles the unconguerable
systems of coaches, falling to mnote
that the players, masters of the indi-
vidual duties of play, have been most
necessary to assure the success of
these teams. And we have been too
prone to laud our eastern coaches for
many successes which, in the nature
-,f things, must be attributed tc their
environments. /They have had mater-
ial which knew the rudiments of the
gama before it reached college, mate-
rinl that had seen the best of football
played and material which, given a
system—which Is mothing more than
placing the individuals at an advan-
tage in each manoeuvre—has been

lable to run rough shod over all op-

position. All of whice goes to show
that without material the Dbest of
them are due for blg upsetsa.

It has rarely been the task of a
college coach to teach men football.
True, he has had to instruct some of
his candidates in the A-B- Cs of the
game. I know of but one Instence in
the modern game in which the coach
of a blg university eleven has had to
start in at the bottom and coach his
candidates in every department of
foolball. They had not seen the game
played; they knew nothing sbout It.
It would be a task similar to sending
one of our coaches to Oxrord or Cams-
bridge for the purpose of developing
an eleven.

Last fall California dlscarded rugby
football for the American article. An-
drew L. Smith, former Penn fullback
and coach, who had also coached at
Purduve, was appointed to coach the
California eleven. Smith came and
met a new task for a football mentor
that was staggering. Results had to

be obtained in a hurry. Smith knew
ihat the men he wanted to mold into
a team were those who could tackle
and interfere. He instructed the squad
in these points on the durnmy and af-
ter thoroughly grounding them in this
way he took his next step. It was
necessary for him to know who had
profited by these dummy lessons be-
fore he could plck a team or begin
scrimmage. He had to learn in a hur-
ry as a football season does not wait
for the coach. Thsl is his own story of
how he picked his men:

“I divided my candidates
squads of three men  seach. ¥
threes of them, with the ball, on
25-yard line and three others on
goal-ine. I told the men with
ball to make A touchdown and off
they would go, two interfering and
one running back of the Interference.
The three on the goal-line wree to
make the tackle that would prevent a
touchdown. By rotating the men each
had a chanoe to carry the ball, to fol-
low Intereference, to make interfer-
ence and to tackle.

““We kept a sgquad of egixty men go-
ing that wey and it was not long be-
fore we knew who was who. By care-
fully watching them we soon learned
which of “them were suited for the
various positions on the team. Then
we began team drill. Every step had
to be simplified and explained in ad-
vance. Making them follow the ball
was a blg problem. I hit on a scheme
of blowing a whistle after each run,
each man stopping when he heard it
In that way 1 soon got results.

“Of eourse we used only a few for-
mations and simple plays last year.
But we got to know them and could
ex?cuta them. The one thing, though,
that got results was working the men
in squads of three against squads of
three. I never saw anything get re-
sults as that did. We were able very
early in the game to we out the
weak players."

Smith has been getting results in
this his second year. A victory over
the Oregon Aggies is already ehalked
down and California i{s on the rapid
road to success.
